Cancer Fear 
Costs Patients 
Arms, Legs

PHOENIX. Ariz, <#)—Doctors 


have been cutting off the arms 
and legs of too many patients 
in the mistaken belief that they 
were dealing with bone cancer, 
two specialists told the medi- 
cal profession today. 


They 
cited 
instances 
of 


young people whose arms and 
legs, the experts 
said, could 


have been saved by non-surgi' 
cal treatment. 


Bone tumors probably give 


the doctors the greatest diag' 
nostic trouble, because it fre- 
quently is 'difficult to tell the 
difference between a malignant 
and a benign growth. 


More careful 
examinations 


are needed before surgery, the 
specialists told 
a 
conference 


sponsored by the 
Ai izona di- 


vision of the American Cancer 
Society. 


Bone, cases, 
they said, are 


a particular problem involving 
youngsters. Of all 
diseases, 


cancer is the leading killer of 
children, and bone is one of 
the most common sites of ma- 
lignancy. 


There is a Icndcncy in the 


profession to take no chances 
when doubt is present, said Dr. 
Vcrnon Luck, director of the 
Los Apgeies Orthopedic Hos- 
pital. 
Dr. Luck said hu reviewed a 
large number of bone tumor 
cases and found that "as many 
problems had been created by 
'overdiagnosis' as by 'undcr- 
diagnosis.' " 


In these instances, overdiag- 


nosis meant calling a non-ma- 
lignant growth cancerous. Un- 
dcrdiagnosis meant 
calling a 


a cancerous growth noncancer- 
ous. 


Dr. Eugene 
Pendergrass of 


the University of Pennsylvania 
told the 
meeting 
that 
bone 


cases should be diagnosed and 
treated as cancer only after a 
careful study of the patient's 
history exhaustive X-Ray ex- 
aminations and 
microscopic 


tests of a large specimen of 
bone taken from the diseased 
area.
